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Construction reform 
outlined by the State 


Over the past year, several representatives of the AIA 
Massachusetts/BSA Legislative Affairs Committee, 
including Russel Feldman and me, have joined 
representatives of common local engineering and 
construction associations in contributing to the Task 
Force on Construction Reform established by then- 
Secretary of Administration and Finance Charlie Baker. 
This group was created by the State to review the 
public design and construction procurement processes 
in Massachusetts and was initiated largely in response to 
continued pressure from the BSA and our sister 
associations in the building industry. 


In September, Rosemarie Day, the Assistant Secretary 
for Management and Operations at the State's 
Executive Office of Administration and Finance, came 
to the BSA to talk with members and to present the 
findings of the Task Force. The presentation was 
thoughtful and reflected a genuine effort on the part of 
the current administration to streamline the procedures 
for public projects (governed by Chapters 30 and 149 
of Massachusetts General Laws) and to improve the 
quality and overall public value of public projects. The 
administration's goal is to file a legislative reform 
package during the 1999/2000 legislative session and 
to implement a set of regulatory changes at the same 
time. 


This is a major step forward and all BSA members and 
others who have been relentlessly pursuing these and 
other changes for the past five years should be 
applauded for these successes. To request a copy of the

Building practices, interior 
designers, and Nashville are 
on the agenda 


BSA President Peter Kuttner AIA regularly reports in this 
space on BSA Board action. 


At recent monthly meetings of the BSA Board of 
Directors: 


@ Former BSA President Roger Goldstein FAIA 
described the comprehensive effort to address the 
broad range of design/build and other project-delivery 
issues that continues through the remarkable AGC/ 
BSA Task Force on Recommended Practices in the 


Building Industry. This group, currently co-chaired by 


Goldstein and Jack Hobbs AIA, has been working for 
well over two years and is the group that produced the 
popular Client Advisor (available from the BSA). 
Goldstein noted that the Task Force is currently 
divided into more than a half-dozen subcommittees 
focusing on specific project-delivery issues. He also 
noted that there is a need for more architects to provide 
professional balance on these subcommittees; for 
details, call Goldstein at 617-262-2760. 


@ Governmental & Public Affairs Commissioner 
George Mewger AIA and Legislative Affairs Committee 
chair Michael Hicks AIA brought the Board up-to-date 
on the continuing and quite difficult negotiations with 
the interior designer community over that profession's 
efforts to create what it now acknowledges is to be a 
practice act for interior designers in Massachusetts. 
Mevwger and Hicks noted that, while the architectural 
community currently opposes the legislation as written 
by the interior designer community, extensive efforts 
are under way to find common ground between these 
sister professions. For more information on this effort, 
call Hicks at 617-267-6408. The Board also 
commended Metzger and Hicks for organizing the 
recent BSA Candidates Forum on Design that drew 
the 10 candidates for the 8th Congressional District 
seat. 


@ The Board discussed the growing influence of the 
big-city network of AIA chapters in the U.S. Working 
with our counterparts in New York, Chicago, Dallas, 
Houston, Philadelphia, Seattle, San Francisco, and Los 
Angeles, the BSA’s officers and staff increasingly over 
the past several years have been able to raise national 
AIA awareness of and interest in significant urban 
issues. These nine large-city chapters represent 35- 
40% of the total AIA membership in the U.S. For 
more information on this effort, call BSA Deputy 
Director Nancy Jenner at 617-95 1-1433x227.

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Are you violating State 
conflict-of-interest rules? 


In 1994, an architect in Massachusetts was serving as a 
part-time building commissioner while still operating 
his own design firm. This architect was hired by a 
developer to draft plans for a housing subdivision and 
did so. This architect then, in his role as a part-time 
building commissioner, reviewed and approved what 
amounted to his own plans. 


This was a conflict of interest. However, not all 
conflicts of interest under State law are as obvious. 
If you are working part-time or otherwise for a 
public agency in Massachusetts, you may want to be 
certain that your agency responsibilities are not in 
conflict with your private-sector work. The State 
Ethics Commission, in Commission Advisory No. 
13A, addresses issues that may arise for professionals 
serving on planning boards, zoning boards, 
conservation commissions, housing authorities and 
other public agencies. For a copy of this advisory
